Though Collectivist Measures Have Been Invalidated and It Is Evident That Continued Government Spending Will 
Wreck National Finances, Roosevelt Still Committed to These Policies—Only Electorate Can Break Deadlock

That is his 
personal philosophy, exemplified wholesale in the 
N.R.A., In detail by the Guffes Act. Undoubtedly, he 
holds it sincerely as a matter of real conviction. To 
his followers he continues to say that in that dire¢ 
tion lies the hope of the future, and there can be no 
doubt that a substantial part of his political strength 
is among those who believe that somehow he will 
manage to go in that direction. 

Yet he cannot go in that direction under the 
Constitution and he cannot induce the American 
people to alter the Constitution in order that he may 
vo in that direction. This leaves him with promises 
that he cannot carry out by any open and honorable 
method. If he continues to make the promises, he is 
open to the grave charge that he is misleading his 
followers or that he will try to satisfy them by 
indirection.
